For over a year, peace ostensibly hovered 
over the battlefields of the South, But soon 
the' thunder of the impending storm of the 
American Reconstruction, was heard in the land, 
Throughout the North, and especially in New 
England, meetings were held and from pulpits, 
rostrums and public halls, those frothing

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them," or his order to Sheridan to hang 
without trial any of Mosby's men who were 
caught, may be excused on the grounds that it 
was justified by the exigencies of war --what 
excuse can be made for this tirade delivered 
after the war was over by 1','endell Phillips 
from the pulpit of Henry I'/ard Beecher’s 
church: ^ 

I do not believe in battles ending 
this war. You may plant a fort in every 
district in the South, you may take 
possession of her capitals and hold them 
with your armies, but you have not begun 
to subdue her people, I know it seems 
something like absolute barbarian con- 
quest, I allow it, but I do not believe 
there will be any peace until 347,000 
men of the South are either hanged or 
exiled." 

Some time later, at a convention held ir^ 
New York, "Parson" Brownlow said; 

If I had the power I would arm 
every wolf, panther, catamount and 
bear in the mountains of America, 
every crocodile in the swamps of Florida, 
every Negro in the. South, every devil in 
hell, clothe them with the uniform of 
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the Federal army and.-Wn them loose 
on tne rebels of the South and exter^ 
niinate every man, wan and child south 
of Mason and Dixon's line. I would 
like to see Negro troops, under the 
command of Butler, crowd every rebel 
into the Gulf of Mexico and drown them 
as the devil did the hogs in the Sea ■ 
of Gallilee," 

In another convention held in Philadelphia, 
Parson Brovmlow said; 

I am one of those who believe the 
war ended too soon, We have whipped 
the South, but not enough. The loyal 
masses constitute an overwhelming 
majority of the people- of this country 
and they intend to march again on the 
South and intend this second war shall 
be no child’s playl The second army 
will, as they aught to, make the entire

And who was this Butler that Parson 


Brownlow wished to command an army of Negro 


troops and drive every former confederate 


soldier into the Gulf of Mexico?

The spread of anti -Southern sentiment 
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throughout the North forced Congress to act 
and the Reconstruction Act was the result.

I am writing you in regard to our telephone conversation about 
Riehelieu Gardens, an apartment complex located in Bensalem Township, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania. During the past six months there has been 
an increasing number of incidents arising out of racial problems in this 
apartment complex. 

— The apartment was built under the 236 HUD program for low and 

moderate income families. It was opened in November, 1973 and presently 
has 330 occupied apartments, consisting of about 1,200 persons. About 
25-307o of the occupants are black. 

Since the apartment opened there have been six cross burnings 
on the apartment property, indiscriminate shooting at apartments from 
passing cars, and threats by certain white persons that the apartment 
complex will be "leveled'*. There is also an active Klu Klux Klan in the 
area with some possible connection to the problems in Richelieu Gardens, 

The Pennsylvania State Police have been investigating nximerous 
complaints over the past. few months. Recently, they brouaht the oroblem

to the attention of the Governor's Civil Tension Task Force. After an 
initial investigation the Task Force decided to ask the United States 
attorney's office to investigate this matter for possible civil rights 
violations. We believe the problem is serious and has the potential to 
destroy the apartment complex if allowed to continue. We further believe 
that both state and Federal ^resources will be necessary to resolve this 
problem and end the violations of persons' civil rights. 

I would appreciate your conducting an investigation into this 
situation as soon as possible.

It should be noted that referenced Cleveland nitel 
to the Bureau gave a brief description of the current 
unrest among klansmen in the Cleveland, Ohio area. This 
unrest has currently resulted in various suits and court 
actions of Cleveland area klansmen against one another. 

It should be noted further that the Cleveland Chapter of 
the Ohio NKKKK is carried iinder Cleveland file I57-6532 
and should any future information be developed from this dispute 
which would be worthy of dissemination, Cleveland will so 
advise the Bureau under Cleveland file number 157-6532.

Arm number two was to be an underground guerrilla 
organization made up of "strike teams". These " strike

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NATIONAL CAUCUS OF LABOR COMMITTEES 

The National Caucus of Labor Committees (NCLC) 
is a violence-oriented, self-described "organization of 
revolutionary socialists" which was formed in 1969 with 
its stated aim to identify with American workers and orient 
them toward a socialist America. In its attempt to become 
the dominant Left group in the U.S., NCLC members have 
attacked attendees at meetings, demonstrations, conferences 
and conventions of various communist, Trotskyist and 
socialist organizations because it contended that it is 
necessary to use viol ence to achieve socialism. Acco rding 
to statements made bv I I NCLC 

will have gained state power in the U-S, by 1979 and by the 
year 2000 in the world. NCLC, which is headquartered in 
New York City, currently has chapters in more than 40 cities 
in this country and has affiliated chapters in five foreign 
countries . 

NCLC utilizes its front group, the North American 
Unemployed and Welfare Rights Organization (NUWRO) , to 
attract poor people to its philosophy; its youth group, 
the Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM) , to organize ghetto 
youths; and its political arm, the U.S. I^abor Party (USLP) , 
to conduct political campaigns aimed at acquainting the 
general public with the activities of NCLC.

charter granted October 5^ 1964, was revoked October 22, 1964, for 
the official reason that the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
Organization was on the U.S. Attorney General's subversive list. 

I I sald the actual purpose for revocation of the charter 

was not because the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is on the 
U.S. Attorney General's subversive list, but because it was felt the 
existence of a s^tate granted charter would encourage the Klan to 
make the claim it was "state sanctioned” and, therefore, entirely 
legitimate. 

In actuality the Ku Klux Klan and not the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan has been designated by the United States 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450.
